Retiring 
recreation 
director reflects 
on tenure, team

WILMINGTON — When Debbie 
Cipriani stepped into the Wilmington 
Recreation Department 28 years ago 
to inquire about a job, little did she

Textron no longer to 
‘manufacture Sensor Fuzed 
Weapons or ‘cluster bombs’

WILMINGTON — Textron 
will no long manufacture 
Sensor Fuzed Weapons, also 
known as “cluster bombs”, 
as: reported recently in in- 
terhational headlines and 
confirmed in a message to 
Board: of Selectmen Chair- 
woman Judith O’Connell. 

Textron had been the only 
U.S. company still produc- 
ing ‘cluster bombs. 

“Cluster munitions is a 
blanket term for a variety of 
weapons that distribute sub- 
munitions or bomblets over 
ari area, often to destroy con- 
centrations of troops and 
equipment or damage infra- 
structure such as roads and 
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airfields,” reported the Wash- 
ington Post. 

Cluster bombs have been in 
use since the Korean War 
and have been used in every 
major conflict since. Cluster 
bombs are “internationally 
derided,” due to their tenden- 
cy to not explode and instead 
crash to earth, whereupon 
they become incredibly haz- 
ardous devices that can (and 
very often have) killed and 
maimed civilians even after 
a conflict has been resolved. 

One hundred and nineteen 
countries have agreed to an 
international ban on cluster 
bombs. The United States is 
not one of those countries. 

The United States has not 
allotted funding for cluster 
bombs since 2007, but the 
weapons have been exported 
to other countries since, 
including Saudia Arabia. 

The use of the weapon has 
drawn international protest, 
especially as recent investi- 
gations into the deployment 
of cluster weapons used by 
Saudia Arabia found that 
they did not meet the require- 
ments set forth by the United

"It was very nice," Cim- 
aglia said. "It was neat to be 
with a lot of people doing a 
lot of good work." 

Cimaglia has long served 
as Wilmington's Veterans 
Agent. The Massachusetts 
Department of Veterans Ser- 
vices named him the Vet- 
erans Agent of the Year in 
2012. Cimaglia also founded 
Local Heroes, an award-win- 
ning non-profit. Cimaglia 
served as a Selectman for 
three terms before deciding 
not to seek re-election. 

“Lou has transformed the 
operations of Wilmington’s 
veteran services to highly 
responsive conduit for veter- 
ans and their spouses in- 
cluding financial assistance, 
health care coverage, sub- 
stance abuse and mental 
health issues," his nomina- 
tion said. "He helps people 
on weekends, nights and 
takes emergency calls. Lou 
has and continues to put oth- 
ers first. Service is his way 
of life.” 

His experience on Sunday 
served as a nice reminder to 
Cimaglia that he is not alone 
in his efforts, that in fact the 
state is filled with people 
striving to better their com- 
munities and help their fel- 
low citizens. 

"There's a lot of good people 
doing a lot of good things," 
Cimaglia said. "There were 
all different types of things 
that people were doing... You 
don't do things to get recog- 
nized, but it's nice to see so 
many people doing so many 
good things."

Facility Master Plan Committee meets » 
with BOS to review ideas and 6 SP

WILMINGTON — Mem- 
bers the Facility Master 
Plan Committee met with 
the Board of Selectmen on 
Monday night to review the 
ideas and proposals dis- 
cussed at the July public 
meeting. 

While praise and criticism 
had been offered at that 
meeting in July, the Com- 
mittee had made no alter- 
ations since that meeting. 
Instead, they began solicit- 
ing feedback and opinions 
from the numerous branch- 
es of Wilmington municipal 
and school employees and 
administrators, with the 
Selectmen as the last group 
solicited for reactions. 

The proposed ideas for 
repairing/building/alter- 
ing/moving municipal and 
school buildings were creat- 
ed through a joint effort 
between the Facility Master 


Plan Committee and The 
Cecil Group. 

Representing the Commit- 
tee were Assistant Town 
Manager Kendra Amaral, 
Head of Permanent Building 
Committee George Hooper, 
and Planning and Conser- 


vation Director Valerie 
Gingrich. 
Town Manager Jeffery Hull 


repeatedly re-affirmed that 
the Master Plan is not a 
hard and fast set of blue- 
prints for future construc- 
tion projects, but will instead 
serve as a kind of road map 
and compass for the sort of 
changes that the town would 
like to make, should the 
opportunities arise. 

"This process is not intend- 
ed to break the bank," Hull 
said. 

Amaral led off the discus- 
sion by reminding the 
Selectmen and the watching 
community that even if the 
town opted to keep every 
building and layout exactly 
as is, this will still cost the 


town money in repairs and 
maintenance work that the 
older buildings demand. 

One of the proposals float- 
ed by the Cecil Group at the 
July meeting was to heavily 
develop the Town Common 
into a new center of the 
town, relocating municipal 
buildings to that area and 
converting the Swain School 
site into a new building. 

All five members of the 
Board of Selectmen voiced 
strong objection to this pro- 
posal, citing among other 
things the already excessive 
traffic in the area with the 
new traffic lights, the lack of 
parking brought on by close 
proximity to the High School 
and student parking lot, and 
the area already being heav- 
ily utilized by everything 
from the Farmer's Market 
to the Fourth of July. 

"I think it's important to 
keep that an open area for 
practical use," Kevin Caira 
said. "There are a lot of activ- 
ities that already happen 


there for us to monopolize it 
with more town buildings.” © 
A major subject of discus- 
sion was the need and desire 
for more senior housing. in 
town, as surveys indicate that 
along with increased senior 
population is a desire for 
smaller, more manageable 
spaces. .

Overall voter turnout in 
Wilmington was extremely 
low, with only 790 residents 
voting out of 16,402 who were 
eligible to vote. 

“The voter turnout was an 
awful 4.9 percent,” said Wil- 
mington Town Clerk Sharon 
George. “I’ve been here ten 
years and it is the lowest 
turnout we’ve had in a long 
time. Usually we have at 
least 1,000 voters.”

While cemeteries are oft 


thought of as spooky places, 


/ every graveyard is full of 
‘stories, and the Wildwood 
‘Cemetery is no exception. 
. On Saturday, Terry McDer- 


. mott will lead a tour of the 


. cemetery, speaking on its 
; historical aspects. 
| The earliest graveyard was 
‘ set next to the church, begun 
‘ in 1734. On the tombstone of a 
‘small boy was _ inscribed, 
| “The-first to be buried here.” 
‘Asmacabre element is that 
‘the father of the boy was 
: instrumental in choosing the 
site for the cemetery. No 
name was given in the source 
article in an old edition of the 
, Town Crier. 

The old graveyard remained 
in’use until nearly 1800, when 
a larger cemetery was begun 
across the street. It is that 
cemetery that is still in use 
: today. One of the first plots to 
be used in that new cemetery 
was that of Rev. Isaac Mor- 
rill) who served as minister of 
the~ Congregational Church 
from 1740 until his death in 

1792. Known as “The Fighting 


Parson” he served in the. 


French and Indian War and 
marched to Concord with the 
Minutemen in 1775. The plot, 
in the section immediately to 
the left of the old Town Hall, 
is marked with a large brick 
monument, resembling a 
chimney. Many other family 
members and in-laws are 
Huried in the large plot, in- 
dluding Morrill’s son-in-law, 
Cadwallader Ford, Jr., cap- 
taunts tof the Wilmington 
Minutemen on Concord day, 
W775. ; 
The area behind the old 
Hall includes a small 
' stone-lined pond, known as 
‘the ‘baptismal pond. The old 
Town Hall, now the Arts 
| Center, was built about 1845 
‘ds a Baptist church. The 
, Church was unable to contin- 
;ue, however, and the town 
be over the property about 
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20 years later. The stone lin- 
ing of the pond was added as 
a WPA project in the 1920s, at 
which time the nearby stone 
building was built. 

The cemetery received a 
large gift of land in the late 
Nineteenth Century from Dr. 
Mrs. France Hiller, extend- 
ing the cemetery out to Wild- 


wood Street. Mrs. Hiller be- ' 


came known as the ‘casket 
lady” after she had two very 
large mahogany caskets 
carved for herself and her 
husband. Dr. Henry Hiller 
served as a cemetery com- 
missioner, and had a very 
successful patent medicine 
business. 

He died in 1888, before the 
completion of his casket. Af- 
ter his death, his widow took 
his place on the cemetery 
commission. Once his casket 
was completed, she created a 
large burial mound with a 
vault, near Wildwood Street. 

At some point, she observed 
that the grass was quite 
sparse in the new section of 
the cemetery. She asked 
Schamiel Macintosh what 
might be done. Schamiel was 
a local blacksmith with shops 
and businesses in Wilming- 
ton Square. Schamiel was 
close with Mrs. Dr. Hiller, 
having married her niece, 
Agnes Mathinson in 1892. 

He told her that the soil in 
that area was quite sandy, 
without enough nutrients in 
it. He recommended adding 
manure. 

So Mrs. Dr. Hiller arranged 
to have a big party in the 
Town Hall, for the sole pur- 
pose of making the grass 
grow green in Wildwood 
Cemetery. Admission to the 
party would be $5 a couple, or 
a load of barnyard fertilizer. 
Very few people in Wil- 
mington could afford the cash 
price, but everyone had a pile 
of manure. The results were 
said to be quite aromatic. And 
eventually, the manure was 
spread on the grounds, and 
the grass grew quite well. 
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A One of the Hiller coffins dwarfed a nearby pickup truck, when the coffins were moved and buried in 1935. The coffins 
had been in a vault in a large mound in Wildwood Cemetery for 35 and 45 years. Mrs. Dr. Hiller reportedly spent $10,000 
apiece to have them carved from mahogany. 


A Construction of the stone building in Wildwood Cemetery 
was undertaken as a WPA (Works Progress Administration) 
project in the 1930s. The WPA was part of the Roosevelt pro- 
gram to provide work during the Great Depression. The build- 
ing served as an office with a garage for storing equipment. 


Mrs. Dr. Hiller died in 1900 
and her elaborate casket was 
placed in the tomb with that 
of her late husband. By 1935, 
the vault was starting to leak. 
Her second husband, who had

graves are marked with two 
large urns, near the first road 
on Wildwood Street.

“The Salvation Army has 
many programs and servic- 
es to help people in their 
time of crisis.

WILMINGTON - As they

"I thought Cody played 
very well for his first start,"
